LIBRARY REPORT 





The Board of Library Trustees hereby submit their Twelfth 
Annual Report. 

At the beginning of the year the Board was organized by the 
choice of J. P. Newell as president and treasurer, Mrs. Margaret A. 
Leach as secretary, and Mrs Jennie F. Center as librarian. 

As the appropriation from the town does not become available 
until late in the year, a part of the amount is kept in hand for the 
purpose of purchasing additional books, as they are placed on the 
market, or are offered at special prices. 

During the year there have been no material changes in the 
management of the library, except that it has been decided to give 
one Saturday afternoon, each month, largely to the school children 
who are invited to meet at the library room for the purpose of read- 
ing and consulting the books, magazines and papers of the library, 
and under the special care and superintendence cf the librarian. 
It is hoped that, in this way, the children will early form a correct 
literary taste, and become more and more interested in reading 
good and insiructive books. 

Our library is increasing in value year by year, and through the 
entire year, it has been open Saturday afternoons for the accommo- 
dation of all our people, who desire to avail themselves of its privi- 
leves. 

As usual, our librarian, without extra charge, has continued to 
cover and label all new books, and care for the room. 

Mrs. Clarissa Griffin has kindly continued to give to the town the 
free use of the room in her house where the library is kept. 

As will be seen by the libriian’s report, a goodly number of books, 
magazines and papers have been donated to the library during the
